“TRE WAR OF 1925. 


WHAT MAY HAPPEN IF 
THE LEAGUE DIES. 


Some idea—indeed, a vivid one 
—of what is likely to ba tha 
reault if the Leagua of Nations 
dies ia given in a story by Re- 
ginald Berkeley in tha July num- 
ber af-To-day und To-marrow, the 
monthly joornal of the Laagua of 
Nationa Union. . 


Tt purports to be the diary ofa 
young Englishman, written circa 
1923, which was discovered by a 
Chinesa archeologist in the year 
3002 A.D. in “the desolate and 
utterly barren island which was 
formerly the rich and densely 
populated home of tha British, a 
race now practically extinct.” 


The diariss has bean mobilised 
again to fight, thia time against 
his own countrymen, and in the 
opening pages of the diary he sots 
down his ideas of the causes 
which hava led to the ravolt of 
Labour against Capitalism that 
he is to help suppress. 


Beeauses of opportunites mis- 
sed by every Enropean Govern- 
ment, the workers of America, 
France, Germany, Haly, Spain. 
and Great Britain had taken con- 
trol of events and declared war 
on their Governments, The torch 
had been lit by a trifling labour 
dispute in Spain, which soon de- 
veloped intoa general strike all 
over Europe. The Council of the 
League was called to consider 
this naw menace to the peace of 
the world. but tha authority of 
this body had been too under- 
miued by the capitalist Govern- 
ments for its ruling to have any 
effect, and the revolutionaries, 
who had thrown in their-lot with 
the Bolsheviats, supported ‘the ! 
policy of the nltimatum sent from } 
Moscow on behalf of tha inter.‘ 
nationals of all the workers of the 
eatth warning the League that 
its intervention would be regard- 
ed aaanactofwar. i 


The diarist is chielacancerned 
with tha progress of the ‘re- 
solution in England, which con- 
menced with a gen2ral strixe and 
the proclamation of a Workers’ 
Republic. The entry relating to 
his mobilisation runs:— . 

“So here I am back in khaki, 
mobilised against organised 
workers in the British section of 
the Armies of the League of 
Nations. All constructive work 
suspended again. All our energies 
and brains concentrated once 
more on destruction. The ‘haves’ 
and the ‘have nots” fighting for 
the spoils of the earth.

JAPAN AND AMERICA. 


One of the most important questions that affects the future 
friendly relations batween the United States and Japan is that of 
Japanese immigration into America. It might with propriety be 
also said that this question largely governs the future peace of the 
Orient and it is a question-thas is recognised by the two nations 
concerned as being extremely delicate and difficuls. We in Hong- 


-. kong are apt to think little abent it, but a short consideration of the 


problem would materially assist us in soy endeavour we might 
make to sppraise the stability of the existing peace. The Japanese 
claim a right fortaeir nationals to enter America to indulge io 
agricultural pursuits. whereas Americans are inclined to resent 
this invasion, mainly op economic grounds. but also partly on racial 
grounds. : 

A special Committee composed of American Congressmen has 
recently sat toenquire into the question, California, as the State 
most vitally concerued, having protested agains! the growing influx 
of Japanese. Itis interesting to study some of the facts that have 
been brought out, the most important of which is perhaps that the 
Japanese population in the United States to-day is 150,000. In 

, California alone i: is estimated. that there are 100,000 
Japanese, or an increase of LIl per cent. during the pas: tep 
years. Ths bigh birth rate among the Japanese is causing this 
figure to grow appreciably every year. The increase in the acresge 
of farm lands occupied by Japanese has been 412.9 per cent. 
doriog the past ten years end the value of the crops raised has 
grown from $6,735,856 in_ 1909 to 867.145.7390 in 1919. Insomeof the 
richest countries in the State, Japanese occupy @ total acreage of 
from 50 to 75 per cent. of the total irrigated area. These facts have 
ceused considerable apprehension among western Americans, whe, 
rightly or wrongly, feel that it is only a matter of time before 
American agticultursts will be ousted from this region by. a p2ople 
who can live cheaper and who can, therefore, compete with a dis- 
tinct advantage. The reason California and other Pacific Coast 

States want immigration bars to restrict further inflcx of Japanese 
has been fairly well sammarised as follows before the Congressional 
Committee referred to above:—" The Japanese are unassimilable 
because of racial, religivus and traditional incompatibility with 
Americans. The Japenese standard of labour and living Is one 
against which the whites cannot and will not compete. Practically 
every Japanese farmer's wife tails in the Reld with bim from sunrise 
to sunset. Evasion by Japanese of every restriction thus far made 
against entry end operation of farm lands in the richest sections of 
California. Practices sponsored by the Japanese Government not 
contemplated by Americans in forming the ‘Gentleman's Agree- 
ment,’ auch as the importation of‘ Picture Brides” and the adoption 

. and importation of children from Japan by Japanese in this country. 

’ Insistence by the Japanese Government that its male nationals, no 

_ matter where born, except under cumbersome and difficult ex- 
patriation proceedings, batween the age of 15 and 17, owe military 
allegiance to the Emperor and are subject to his call.” Japan, on 
the other hand, has maintained the attitude that it isa slight to her 

. Bational dignity to deny her nationals.the free entry that is accord- 
ed to peoples of other nationality. It certainly is a big question and 
one that will come on for decision in the near future. Although at 
present the matter is looked upon as being governed by economics 
tether than by racial prejudices, it is asserted that in California 
race antipathy is steadily coming to the fore as the peaceful 
penetration becomes more pronounced. 

This problem of the competition between western and eastern 
peoples is by nomeans pew, The British had the point to settle in 
connection with South Africa and, in « leaser regree, in connection 
with Australis...

' sympathise very keenly with that attitude because it is analogous to 
what would exist if there wera a Chingse invasion into England and 
British sgriculturists were forced off the land.

Here in Hongkong we 
soffered none of those hardships 
of the war which foll to the lot of 
so many of our kith and kin in 
the Homeland, and that is an 
additional reason why we should 
give aidto this Fund, as an ex- 
pression of our thankfoloess a: 
the immnnity from danger which 
we enjoyed throughout the whole 
coursa ofthe grim struggle. True, 
the bigh coat of living bas hit us 
as it has everybody else, but ina 
place where money is so freely 
spent on non-essentials as it is 
in this Colony there should 
be no difficulty in raising a really 
fine amonnt. It all comes down 
to a matter of organisation. If 
the Aero Club pushes: this move- 
ment, it will succeed. So we 
trust it will take tha task up with 
enthusiasm. We shall be most 
happy to give the use of our 
columns to the furtherance of the 
fond. an] any subscriptions sant 
us will be gladly acknowledged 
and forwarded to the rigbt 
quaster. 


MOTOR BUSES. 


In loaking over the Shanghai 
Munierpal Gazelle, some corres- 
pondence relating to the in- 
auguration of 'a motor bes service 
for the Northern Setslament 
caught oureye. It seems that a 
Mr. Chen, acting on behalf of the 
Chinese Motor Bus Co, Lid, 
whose directors it appears are in 
Hongkong. sought rights for the 
running of a fifteen-mipute ser- 
vice with eight vebicles, but 
in consequence of the fnancia) 
demands made by the Council 
the idea bas been forthe moment 
dropped. though the Company 
expressed itself willing to farther 
consider the matter if the terms 
could be made more reasonable. 
On looking through the conditions 
Jaid down we gathered that there 
were others interested in the 
project and that certain stipnia- 
tions were laid down for sbaring 
of financial obligations with 
another Company, whilst heary 
charges were proposed to 
made “on the applicants with 
regard to road reconstruction and 
maintenance, the former totalling 
Tls. 25,000 and the latter working 
out at one cent per bus mile. 
The Council also proposed 
tolimit fares toa maximum of ten 
cents per mile. In view of the 
probability of a metor bus service 
for Kowloon in the not fardistant 
future, these details are of some 
local interest, and it will be some- 
what to the point to see how they 
compare eventually witb the 
terms of any. local concession 
which may be granted. It is 
news to us that we have the 
directors of a Chinese Motor Bes 
Company in Hongkong. In view 
of their non-success in Shanghai 
we.wonder whether they are 
likely to interest themselves in 
Kowloon? too.

’ Nemazee and all other friends and 
sympathisers, Moslem and non- 
Moslem, English, Chinese and In- 
dian in Hongkong who have as 
sisted in thé collection of funds, 
and states.—Before the new war 
began, there. were over 200,000 

people congregated beyond the 
Greek Zone suffering from dire 
privation; the mortality among 
women and children was reported 
to v3 a3 appalling.
